ORDINANCE

Section Two. On the trial of any person for 
an affray, he may give in exidence any oppro¬ 
brious words or abusive language, used by the 
person or persons upon whom said affray was 
committed, at or near the time of commission 
of said affray; and such evidence shall be good 
in extenuation or justification, as the Court 
may determine. 

Section Three. Any person or persons violat¬ 
ing the provisions of this Ordinance, must on 
conviction be fined not less than One Dollar 
($1.00), nor more than One Hundred Dollars 
($ 100 . 00 ). and may also be imprisoned in the 
Town jail or sentenced to hard labor for the 
Town for not more than six (6) months.

Montgomery, Ala., June 6.— 
Warm and dry weather of the past 
few weeks has injured the growth 
of corn, but has not affected the 
cotton crop, according to Reuben 
F. Kolb, State Commissioner of 
Agriculture, who today made a 
statement of condition as deducted 
from reports received in his office. 

Commissioner Kolb said the 
drouth had allowed cotton plants 
to send their roots deep into the 
ground in search of moisture, thus 
giving them more strength to 
withstand the drouth later than 
they would have had had May 
been a rainy month. He estimated 
that the cotton acreage this year 
is about the same as last, except 
in the seven or eight counties rated 
as Alabama’s boll weevil section. 

Rains of the past week gave in¬ 
creased hope for a good corn crop, 
and Commissioner Kolb said the 
opportunity is still open to make a 
fine crop. Dallas reported the 
first cotton bloom.

A general improvement in the crop 
conditions, occasioned by showers 
over tlie state, was noted in Alabama 
during the week just passed. The re¬ 
ports show that good, seasonable rains 
fell in nearly every section and 
brought out the crop considerably, 
doing much to overcome the drought 
that deteriorated the cotton crop dur¬ 
ing May. 

Reports from unbroken droughts 
come from only a very few sections,. 
In nearly all of these cases the princi¬ 
pal damage by lack of rain was done 
the corn crop and vegetables and 
fruits, cotton being only slightly af¬ 
fected. Advantage has been taken of 
the dry spoils by the farmers to hoe 
and chop their cotton and the fields 
are all reported clean. Deep and reg¬ 
ular plowing has also done much to¬ 
ward coping with the dry conditions. 

The condition of the crop generally 
is about the same as reported a week 
ago, it being in a healthy condition, 
above the average for the time of year, 
and thriving under local and general 
showers that have fallen.—Montgom¬ 
ery Advertiser, June 15.

COTTON CROP IS IN 
GOOD CONDITION 


June Rains Build Sturdy and 
Healthy Plants In All 
Sections 


Prescott, Arizona, June 12, 1914. 
Editor Advocate: 

If you will allow me space I will tell 
my many friends in Shelby county a 
few things of the far west. I left Co¬ 
lumbiana on June 3rd, at 8 :20, and ar¬ 
rived in Prescott, Arizona at 4:08, 
June 6th, p. m. Had a very fine trip 
though quite a contrast in climate. 
Our trip on the 4th from St. Louis, 
Mo. to Kansas City, Mo., was very hot 
and sullry. We left Kansas City 
Thursday at 9:35 p. m. very hot, by 
seven o’clock Friday it was just cool 
and fine, butaboutlO o’clock we began 
to look at the snow on the mountains. 
Just the looks of snow made us shiver, 
but by night it was something more 
than just the thoughts of snow. I tell 
you it was pretty cold for the 5th of 
June, but Saturday morning we had 
passed the snow region, but it was 
still cold witli a heavy gale from the 
southwest. People tdld us we would 
find it much warmer in Prescott, but 
we just happened in, they all say, in 
a very unusual cool spell. I know it 
was cool all night Sunday and Mon¬ 
day, but it Is very fine now. 1 think 
this is an ideal place and climate. 
Prescott is very much different to any 
town I have ever seen in the west, It 
is a beautiful little city of about G.000 
population, almost altogether Ameri¬ 
cans, and as clever a people as I ever 
met. The town is beautifully laid off 
and has some real nice buildings, but 
no sky scrapers. There is not much 
work doing here, I am told that in 
the surrounding country there is 
quite a lot of mining for ores of dif¬ 
ferent kinds. Work has begun here 
on a $90,000 school building, is about 
all I know of in Prescott except a lit¬ 
tle street work. This is a mountain¬ 
ous country, no farming of any im¬ 
portance near Prescott. 

I feel very much improved already, 
the breathing of this dry, cool air 
seems more effective to me than any 
medicine. I think that I am well 
pleased with the climate, and I know 
I like the town better than anything 
1 saw in New Mexico. I think I will 
be O. K. for work in a week or two, 
but I don’t know yet whether I am 
going to be able to land anything for 
a while, but other people make a liv¬ 
ing here. My family are all getting 
along nicely. 

If I don’t strike something pretty 
good, I expect to try the farm another 
year. I think farming under irriga¬ 
tion here is splendid, that is farther 
south, where they have fine land and 
water, but I expect to stay in Pres¬ 
cott for a rest anyway. Everything is 
very dry here. Meal is 4 cents per 
pound, meat and Hour is 20 per cent 
higher here than in Alabama. People 
are coming every day from all parts 
of the country to spend the summer. 

I have just ate supper and the sun 
is an hour higher yet, it sets about 
7:45. If there is any one who would 
like to know anything about this part 
of the country, write to me and I will 
tell you. I found it very dry all the 
way out here except through New 
Mexico, they have been having lots of 
rain there. In Illinois it is so dry 
until their crops are just now begin¬ 
ning to come up. In Illinois all the 
spring crops are just now up. There 
is a large oat crop here this year.

CROP IS TEN DAYS AHEAD 


The Alabama farmer is wearing 
the smile that won’t come off. 

Uniformly optimistic reports as 
to the condition of cotton, corn 
and side crops have been received 
Precipitation has been general 
over the State during the past 
fortnight and the refreshing mois¬ 
ture came in as a most desirable 
asset following the long dry spell 
during which the planters were 
able to swat the weed and other 
enemies of the crop that is king. 

Almost without exception, the 
reports convey the cheering intel¬ 
ligence that the cotton plant is 
sturdy aud healthy. The improve¬ 
ment has been general. Many cor¬ 
respondents say the crop is from 
ten days to two weeks ahead of the 
crop of last year, numerous fields 
being in full bloom. 

In som8 of the southwestern 
counties the boll weevil is active, 
but the farmers have steadfastly 
refused to become parties to a pan¬ 
ic, and most of the reports are that 
the rumors of destruction should 
be heavily discounted. The pest 
is, however, causing some trouble, 
aud the discerning readily admit 
that it must be reckoned with. 
Its advance is bringing about 
a readjustment of farming condi¬ 
tions in some sections. This, 
many believe, is a consumation 
greatly to be desired. 

What has been good for the cot¬ 
ton crop has done the corn no 
harm. In fact, the graneries of 
the State will be bulging after the 
harvest, unless the present pro¬ 
gress of the plant is arrested by 
somo untoward climate change, 
which must be violent to occasion 
radical injury. 

The planters are rejoicing over 
the June rains, for they have in 
many places everted disaster. The 
drouth had been long. By the 
end of May, it had brought mat¬ 
ters to such a pass in some sections 
that apprehension was widespread; 
but Jains became general~anu fre¬ 
quent with the advent of June, and 
as a result the Alabama farmer 
has been greatly heartened,— 
Montgomery Advertiser, June 22.

Montgomery, June 22.—As a re¬ 
sult of its examination of the pen¬ 
sion rolls of nine counties of the 
state, the board of pension exam¬ 
iners has stricken from these rolls 
483 pensioners on the, grounds of 
iueligability and for other legal 
causes, and has increased the total 
list of pensioners dropped to the 
number of approximately 1500. 
The board’s latest report has just 
been submitted to the governor, 
and covers an examination of the 
rolls of Crenshaw, Cullman, Dallas, 
DeKalb, Elmore, Escambia, Eto¬ 
wah, Fayette and Franklin coun¬ 
ties. 

The number of cases of pension¬ 
ers examined from these 9connties 
was 756, of which 248 were retain¬ 
ed, 482 stricken and 26 continued 
until the next meeting of the 
board, for further investigation. 
Of the number stricken it was 
shown that 127 had been deserters, 
from the Confederate army, The 
report further adds that since the 
examination of the pension rolls 
began, 335 pensioners have been 
stricken from the rolls on account 
of desertion.
